The age of m iracles is still very 
m uch in evidence at the present 
tim e.

Thd discovery of natural 
gas 
cam e about purely 
by 
accident 
when some boys, playing with fire, 
ignited a gas leak in the ground 
a t Fredonia, New York. 
T hat was back in 1824; the na­ 
tion’s first natural gas well was 
ju,st 27 feet deep. 
Gas was found by accident at 
m any tim es after that, including 
olaces in Ohio and West Virginia. 
Today it requires huge sums of 
money, the skill of trained geolog­ 
ists and m aster drillers to locate 
new deposits of gas. 
Meanwhile we a re draining the 
supply of natural gas at the rate 
of about nine trillion cubic feet a 
year. Last year new discoveries 
of gas w ere placed at 20 trillion 
cubic feet. 
At the present tim e the nation's 
gas reserves are placed at 211 tril­ 
lion cubic foe*

Ousted Immigration 
Expert Resigns All 
Ties To State Agency 


WASHINGTON ft — Edw ard J. 
Corsi, who was ousted as State 
D epartm ent im m igration 
special­ 
ist. today rejected an offer by Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles of a new 
job. 
Corsi, whose old post was ab­ 
ruptly abolished 90 days after he 
took it, sent Dulles a letter re­ 
signing from State Department 
' service. 


| 
His action was 
announced 
by 
Mrs. Corsi at their Arlington, Va. 
home. Mrs. Corsi said: 
“ Mr. Corgi has notified the sec­ 
retary by letter this morning that 
he regrets his inability to accept 
the secretary’s offer. He has no 
further com m ent at this tim e.” 
Corsi is a veteran 
Republican 
officeholder and party w orker in 
New' York state. There has been 
considerable criticism of 
Dulles’ 
action last week 
in 
term inating 
his job. 
Dulles praised Corsi as “ my old 
friend” and as the best man for 
the job three months ago when he 
nam ed him as deputy refugee re­ 
lief adm inistrator.

CORSI CAME under fire from 
Rep. W alter (D-Pa) and was told 
last W ednesday that his job was 
tem porary and would expire after 
90 days—yesterday, Corsi said he 
would not have accepted in the 
first place if he had known the 
job w as so brief. 
He declared he was sacrificed to 
appease those who favor stringent 
curbs on 
im m igration 
into 
the 
i United States, said 
he 
probably 
I will let Dulles know today wheth­ 
er he will accept this assignm ent. 
W alter had accused 
Corsi 
of 
onetim e association 
with

since labeled Com munist 
fronts. 
Corsi disputed that and said Wal­ 
ter objected to him because he has 
urged revision of the M cCarran- 
W alter Im m igration Act. 
Rep. Teller (P-NY) said Tor­ 
si’s removal from 
the 
refugee 
position could be attributed to 
“ a desire of Dulles not to offend 
unduly the reactionary McCarthy 
element in the Republican par­ 
ty .” 
Rep. Frelinghuvsen (R -N J) not­ 
ed a denial by the State D epart­ 
m ent th at any security issue was 
involved and called on Dulles for 
a “full explanation.” Sen. Lehm an 
(D-Lib-NY) term ed the a c t i o n 
“ another m ilestone on the path of 
adm inistration retrea t from princ­ 
iples it professes to hold.” 
In Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Frank 
P. Tufaro, president of the New 
York State Columbia Republican 
League,

league chapters to launch a “ vig­ 
orous protest” over Corsi's ouster 
from the refugee job.

War Objector in Private Tax War 


CLEVELAND f t — The little 
bald man said he wouldn't pay 
his income tax this year, just as 
he has refused to pay it since 
1943 when 
he 
decided 
Uncle 
Sam used tax money to pay for 
wars. 
There was a 
fleck 
of 
white 
paint under Max Sandin’s ear as 
he sat in the newspaper office 
to make his annual declaration. 
It was literally an earmark of 
his trade, housepainting. 
In his hand he carried a news 
release headed: “ 43 refuse to 
pay federal income tax,” and it 


was from 
the 
“Tax 
Refusal ! 
Committee of Peacem akers.” 
Actually the number now is 
42, because Mrs. 
Caroline 
F. 
Urie, a naval 
officer’s widow, 
died last week. 
Sandin was a personal friend 
and neighbor in suburban Lynd- 
hurst of Mrs. Urie, 
who made 
headlines by withholding 75 per 
cent of her income tax payment. 
She 
figured 
that 
percentage 
went for military expenditures, 
so she paid it to charities 
in­ 
stead of to the government. 
“I won’t 
pay 
even 
25 
per 


cent,” 
said 
Sandin. 
“because 
they would take 75 per cent of 
that and use it for war purpos­ 
es.” 
Sandin’s stand for peace has, 
of course, got him into his own 
small private war with the In- 
ternal Revenue collectors 
Out­

battles, but his foe is fighting on 
a long front and is unwilling to

The new St. Andrew's Episcopal 
Church on the Greenfield pike at 
the edge of the city

in it E aster morning. Many among 
the congregation were m em bers of 
other churches who had come to

services in them . 
The E aster festival celebration 
of the Holy Communion was open­ 
ed by a double procession of choirs, 
led by the crucifer, Bradley Ben­ 
nett and torch-bearer, Tom T rim ­ 
mer, and P eter Hayes. As the choir 
processed to the choir loft in the 
balcony, 12 acolytes in red cas­ 
socks and w'hite cottas, processed 
to the sanctuary followed by the 
clergy, Rev. Sanford* Lindsey and 
Rev. John Carson. The prelude and 
processional hymn were played on 
the new pipe organ by Karl J. 
Kay, who was largely responsible 
for its installation.

Molotov U. S. Envoy 
On Hand To Greet Raab 
At Airport Arrival 


MOSCOW (ft—Austrian Chancel­ 
lor Julius Raab landed 
at 
Mos­ 
cow’s central military airport this 
afternoon 
to 
begin 
conferences 
with 
Soviet 
Foreign 
Minister 
V. M. Molotov on speeding up an 
Austrian independence treaty. 
Molotov and 
deputy 
Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko head­ 
ed the welcoming party at the 
snowy airport. U. S. Ambassa­ 
dor Charles Bohlen was among 
the diplomats present. 
There was speculation the Rus­ 
sians are ready to end the occu­ 
pation of Austria in exchange for 
a promise of 
neutrality 
in 
the 
East-West struggle. Such a Soviet 
move would be calculated to get 
the West 
Germans 
to 
jettison 
their rearmament in 
hopes 
they 
could reunify their divided coun­ 
try. 
Raab has 
promised 
his 
pro- 
Western government not to make 
any secret agreements with the 
Russians. He said before depart­ 
ing: “ If these talks give the pos­ 
sibility for new and this time suc­ 
cessful negotiations between the 
four powers, then the purpose of 
our trip will be fulfilled.”

The Russians have blocked an 
Austrian treaty for 10 years. Pro­ 
mised liberation by the Big Four 
during World War II, Austria is 
still occupied by 25,000 Western 
troops and 44,000 Russians. 


Ohio Prison Setup 
To Be Revamped 


COLUMBUS (ft—M. C. Koblentz, 
chief of the division of correction 
in the state departm ent of mental 
hygiene and correction, today an­ 
nounced adm inistrative reorgani­ 
zation of three Ohio prisons. 
Koblentz said the reorganiza­ 
tion becomes effective May 1 at 
Ohio 
Penitentiary, 
Ohio 
State 
Reformatory 
at Mansfield 
and 
Ixmdon prison Farm. 
U nder the new program , which 
Koblentz said had the approval of 
John D. 
Porterfield, 
departm ent 
director, and the civil service com ­ 
mission, the respective heads of 
the prisons 
involved 
each 
will 
have two assistant wardens. 
Koblentz said the positions 
of 
Ohio Penitentiary W arden Ralph 
W. Alvis, A. L. Glattke, superin­ 
tendent of the Manfield Reform ­ 
atory, and R. B, Eckle, superin­ 
tendent at London Prison Farm , 
are affected by the reorganization. 
“ WTe are decentralizing some of 
the responsibility 
these 
officials 
have had to carry in the past be­ 
cause of the state’s large prison 
population,” Koblentz said.

HE SAID THIS p o p u l a t i o n 
reached 10,500 last week, an all- 
time high for Ohio. 
“We do not want to lose sight 
of our rehabilitation responsibili­ 
ties despite the increase in prison 
intake,” Koblentz added. 
He said the adm inistrative reor­ 


ganization would follow' a system 
sim ilar to that em ployed by the 
federal prison program . 
The change 
in 
adm inistration 
creates the positions of two assoc­ 
iate wardens at each prison, one 
to be in charge of treatm ent and 
the other to supervise custodial af­ 
fairs.

have already named five of the 
six associate wardens. The ap­ 
pointments came from “in-serv­ 
ice ranks” Koblentz added. 
The appointm ents include:

charge of custody; Addison Eys- 
sen, 53, penal industry supervisor, 
nam ed associate warden in charge 
of treatm ent.

assistant 
superintendent, appointed 
associ­ 
ate warden, custody; Dana Allen, 
53, supervisor of education, nam ­ 
ed associate w arden, treatm ent.

Wheat Loss 
In Plains To 
Be Reported 


WASHINGTON <ft-An estimate 
of how' much a prolonged drought 
in the G reat 
Plains 
may 
cost 
w heat farm ers was looked for in 
an A griculture Department report 
due late today. 
The 
agency’s 
crop 
reporting 
board prepared 
for 
issuance 
a 
forecast of 
this 
year’s 
winter 
w heat crop—a major product in 
much of the area which has been 
h arrassed by dust 
storm s 
since 
last fall’s planting. 
In a report last D ecem ber giv­ 
ing figures on the acreage planted 
I to w inter wheat, the board said a 
harvest of 679 million bushels w as 
; possible on the basis 
of 
condi­ 
tions then. This was 111 million 
! bushels less than the 1954 w inter 
; w heat crop. Some of this prospec­ 
tive reduction reflected the fact 
that a sm aller total acreage was 
planted under restrictions 
of 
a 
federal control program . 
Observers expected today’s re ­ 
port to show a further decline be­ 
cause of continued adverse condi­ 
tions since Decem ber. Each bush­ 
el decline represents a potential 
loss of about $2 
in 
income 
to 
growers. 
Biggest losses are expected in 
Oklahom a, Texas, 
Colorado 
and

New York prides itself on being 


the largest Italian city 
in 
the 


world. We w ere told by P rem ie r 
Mario Scelba of Italy that Rome 
is larger. New York is now the 
second such city . Of course, soon 
it will not be Italian at all. It 
takes 
som e 
generatlcr.s—three, 
four, five — for an im m igrant 
group to be totally absorbed in 
the A m erican society with only 
a nostalgic interest left for the 
country of origin. The children 
cease to k no w their gr a nd - 
m oth er's tongue; they interm arry 
with the scions of other* im m i­ 
gra nt groups o r w ith decendants 
of those w ho fough» in the Revolu­ 
tion. The best y ardstick for that 
is the circulation of foreign lan­ 
guage newspaper>. The G erm an 
“ Staats-Z eitung” 
was 
once 
a 
powerful new spaper in this city ; 
its circulation h as dwindled to 
23.000 even after it was combined 
with the “ H erald ” . 
P re m ie r Scelba did well by his 
country during his re cent visit. 
He stated th at Italy has passed 
through the period of post-war 
reconstruction and that it is ready 
to take its place am ong the na ­ 
tion.'- on its own feet. In New 
York, w here I m et the P rem ier, 
such a statem ent brought cheers, 
particularly from 
those 
whose 
gra nd pare nts c am e mostly from 
Sicily . 


A m ericans of Italian descent 
have had a difficult tim e am ong 
th eir neighbors because of Italy ’s 
participation in w ar against us. 
But there never has been in this 
country the sam e antagonism to­ 
w ard the Italians as tow ard the 
G e rm a ns. 
E ven 
Mussolini w as 
never as disliked as Hitler was 
and although for a tim e every ­ 
one F ascism never equalled the 
genuine abhorrence for G erm an 
N azism . This attitude w as less 
related to the economics or na­ 
tionalism of thse offshoots of He­ 
gel and M arx, as it w as * r e ­ 
sponse to the challenge of the 
• racial concepts of H itler and his 
theorist. Alfred Rosenberg. The 
assertion 
of 
racial 
superiority 
arouses m ore dislike than arry 
oth er h um an conception. 


T herefore those of Italian ori 
gin, in the United States, never 
found an antagonism 
equal 
to 
th at which developed against A- 
m ericans of G erm an origin. 


At the luncheon which I attend­ 
ed, it was interesting to look at 
the first table. The May or, Rob­ 
ert F. W agner, had a G erman- 
im m igrant father and an 
Irish 
mother. 
The fath er 
becam e

United States Senator, as the son 
will undoubtedly be som e day 
The leading political figure in 
this city is C arm ine Desapio, cur 
rently S ecretary of State in New 
Y’ork, and a D em ocratic leader 
of national significance. C arm ine 
is, of course, of Italian origin 
L aw rence E. Gerosa, C om ptrol­ 
ler of the city of New y ork, its

To me, it is fascinating to ob­ 
serve the

grants to top rank. Most of these 
men com e from w hat is so e r­ 
roneously called underprivileged 
neighbors and even underprivi 
leged fam i'ies. T heir lives arc 
evidence of the absurdity of de 
ny ing th at opportunities in the 
United States are available to all 
and are a privilege and a boun­ 
ty . P e rh a ps Judge Michael Mus- 
m a nno’s father, and Italian im m i­ 


grant miner, expressed it best, 
when he witnessed his son beng 
sworn in. by kis.>ing the hem of 
the A merican Flag. The H arlem 
Italian district — now Puerto Ric­ 
an — which Fiorello La Guardia 
used to represent in Congress, 
was surely not the most delight­ 
ful part of this city , but it pro­ 
duced a good crop of A m ericans, 
although there were som e unfor­ 
tunates am ong them .

Freed Greek Youths Show 
Effects of Red Propaganda 


Editor’s Note: The Co ld War 
has become a stage for a mod­ 
ern Greek tragedy—with child­ 
ren as the players. Communists 
have been pumping their propa­ 
ganda into 28,000 Greek young­ 
sters. The following 
article 
is 
ihe first of a series surveying 
the political, economic and mili­ 
tary implications.

KASTORIA, Greece 
UP— A spe­ 
cial train from Communist Bul­ 
garia screeched to a halt on the 
Greek 
side 
of the 
frontier. 
A 
Greek in his early 20s leaped from 
the train and, falling to his knees, 
kissed the Greek earth he had not 
seen for seven years. 
The young man wept as he pro­ 
claimed his joy at deliverance. He 
had been one of about 28,000 Greek 
children abducted by the Commu­ 
nists, 
along 
with 
thousands 
of 
adults, during the Greek Civil War 
of 1947-49. 
_ Two weeks after his repatria­ 
tion. Greek security police arrest­ 
ed this same young man. He was, 
they said, a trained Communist 
spy. 
The young man was more than 
that. He was an example of how 
communism sets about to capture 
a generation. He was part of a 
compounded tragedy w h i c h has 
become a m a j o r problem for 
Greece and a matter of concern 
for Greece’s friends, including the 
United States. 
This area, within sight of the 
towering 
wild 
mountains*—which 
mark the border of Communist 
Albania, was one of the hardest 
hit by a crime which shocked the 
civilized world—the wholesale kid­ 
naping of Greek children. 
Now the Communists seem sud­ 
denly eager to return thousands 
of those forced across the border 
and possibly some of the many 
who went willingly as the families 
of Red guerrilla fighters. 
Many Greeks are asking—Why? 
Why, at this moment, after all 
these years and all the futile pleas 
of Greece before world opinion? 
For humane reasons, the Greeks 


want their people back. But theie 
are misgivings. A sudden flood of 
repatriates raises serious econom­ 
ic difficulties in the villages. It 
rases poltical problems, too, be­ 
cause 
the 
children forcibly 
ab­ 
ducted have reached 
their late 
teens and early 20s after seven 
years of the most rigorous Com­ 
munist indoctrination, forced es­ 
trangement from 
their 
parents, 
isolation from any free world in­ 
fluence. 
And Greeks ask: Are the Com­ 
munists 
preparing 
a time-bomb 
for Greece? 
Communists of the Soviet satel­ 
lite nations, through the Interna­ 
tional Red Cross, agreed last year 
to return some of the Greeks. Up 
to now, 3.700 have been repatriated 
in this way, but: 
Of the 3,700 repatriates, 60 per 
cent are women. About 1,300 are 
over 60 and an equal number are 
children, most of them born across 
the border. Only 1,100 are in the 
20-to-60 age group. Those coming 
back at the moment include many 
who will be burdens to their com­ 
munities. Attached to their return 
is a condition that they must go 
o the villages or areas of their 
origin. 
Even these few' created prob­ 
lems for Greece, The Communists 
seemed fully aware of that. Po­ 
land suddenly offered to repatri­ 
ate 6,000 in the dead of winter, 
when it would be most difficult to 
accommodate them. The number 
was too great for the Greeks to 
handle in one batch. They asked 
that it be scaled down to 2,000 and 
the time advanced to spring. 
There is now a strong rumor 
that the Communists replied with 
a offer raising the number to 11,000, 
to be moved in a single batch at 
once. It seemed an effort to em­ 
barrass the Greeks. S e c u r i t y 
screening alone is 
a 
long 
and 
arduous task, taxing Greek facil­ 
ities to the utmost. 
There might not be dangerous 
elements among the first batches. 
Repatriates here angrily deny that 
any of their number has any use 
for communism. But Ctreek officials 
are frankly worried about those to 


come—the children schooled for 
seven 
years 
in 
a 
Communist 
vacuum. 
Interrogation 
has 
shown 
that 
many of the children, grown to 
adulthood in isolation from their 
parents, have undergone the most 
thorough of indoctrination courses. 
Many had special treatment in 
special schools under the guidance 
of the Greek Communist party, 
now based largely abroad in the 
satellite countries. They had better 
treatment in many cases than did 
the children of the native Roman­ 
ians, Poles, Hungarians or Czechs. 
In Romania, a big Bucharest 
building and two big villas were 
set aside for Greek children. They 
were kept to themselves under 
Greek Communist teachers. Village 
children from birth, In a hard 
mountain country, they had never 
seen a large European city. Buda­ 
pest, Prague and Bucharest were 
proud old cities long before the 
Communists came along. Children 
would be impressed. 
Security officials say many who 
left Greece as children now are 
indoctrinated 
Communists 
w h o 
would represent a new and serious 
nucleus for the outlawed Greek 
Communist party. 
There was an illustration: 
Furtively, 
two 
teen-age 
boys 
agreed to slash their fingers. 
They smeared the spurting blood 
on letters they were writing to 
their parents, still captive in a 
Communist country. The boys, long 
separated from their parents, had 
recently 
been 
repatriated 
from 
Romania. 
On the blood-smeared sheets of 
paper they wrote: “ This will show' 
you how the monarcho—Fascists 
torture those who return here.” 
They wrote that they were cruel­ 
ly beaten in Greece and that the 
1>lood showd it. 
Since the boys, among the rela­ 
tive few who could be placed in a 
school for rehabilitation, *ere un­ 
der observation at the time, the 
letter was read and stopped. 
This story was told to me by a 
representative of the Queen’s Fund, 
a charitable organization now de­ 
voting much of its considerable

(27) Make frequent inspections 
of school premises, buildings, books 
apparatus, and o t h e r equipment. 
Advise the b o a r d of their con­ 
dition and make suggestions which 
will contribute to the health, com­ 
fort, and convenience of the public 
and the efficiency of the schools. 
(28) Keep a record of the at­ 
tendance of all non-resident pupils 
and report the same to the board, 
whose clerk shall collect the tui­ 
tion. 
(29) Be responsible for-the rent­ 
ing and loan of any school property 
or equipment, and devise the reg­ 
ulations under which such rentals 
or loans are made, when not con­ 
trary to law. Fees collected from 
such rentals are to become a part 
of the general fund of the board. 
(30) Perform other duties as the 
board may direct or as the statutes 
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provide in the administration of his 
| office. 
(31) 
All reports and recommen­ 
dations to the board from any of- 
| ficer or employee under the direc- 
| tion and supervision of the super- 
| intendent shall be made through 
the office of the superintendent ex­ 
cept when otherwise directed by 
the board. All directions from the 
board to officers and employees un­ 
der the direction and supervision of 
the superintendent shall be trans­ 
mitted by the superintendent to 
such officers and employees.

Melal Prices 
Climb Raises 
Inflation Talk 


Some Businessmen See 
Hard Stuff Pointing 
To Trend In Economy

NEW YORK tIP — The rise in 
metal 
prices 
when 
many 
other 
commodity prices are weak has 
bu sinessmen 
wondering 
today if 
metals are point to another fling 
at inflation. 
Or are they acting, as they so 
often

barom eter—in rev erse? Freq u ent 
ly the 
metal price pointer has 
swu ng arou nd to “ fair” abou t the 
time that the rain started in other 
parts of the economy . 
Usu ally metal prices are the lag­ 
gards. Inflation appeared in the 
prices of other commodities first. 
The metals followed belatedly . Of­ 
ten they hav e tak en their biggest 
spu rt 
after other 
prices 
tu rned 
soft. And historically , metal prices 
hav e held on and been the last to 
tu rn down in periods of deflation 
Prices of arm produ cts, on the 
other hand, 
o f t e n are q u ick to 
change when the economic weather 
changes—and sometimes forecast 
it. 
In the fu tu res mark ets, where 
men contract to bu y or sell com­ 
modities fiv e or more months from 
today , prices of most commodities 
hav e tak eif sharp dips in recent 
week s. Bu t spot prices—what is

To 
aid u sers of copper here the gov ­ 
ernment has div erted some copper 
from defense plantstock s. su spend­ 
ed deliv eries to its stock pik e for 
two months to let the metal go 
instead to the fabricators, and pu t 
strict controls on ex ports. 
Users of copper and alu minu m 
hav e ask ed the gov ernment also to 
let them get su pplies from the de- 
fense stock pile, bu t federal law re ­ 
q u ires that

from the gov ernment’s hoard cou ld 
be u sed only in defense work . 
In the metal trades they are ex ­ 
pecting su pplies to stay tight well 
into the su mmer. And as long as

metals may stay high for some 
time to come. Bu t many observ ers 
dou bt if price strength in metals

COLUMBUS, Ohio UP—People of­ 
ten su ggest that the state of Ohio 
shou ld get ou t of the liq u or bu si­ 
ness. 
When they mak e su ch su gges­ 
tions, they ru n into an argu ment 
with State Liq u or Director William 
C Bry ant. 
The lank y , grey -haired former 
newspaperman 
who 
ru ns 
Ohio’s 
mu lti-million dollar liq u or bu siness 
is 
a 
stau nch 
su pporter 
of 
the 
monopoly sy stem and often speak s 
in term s of more control. 
“ It’s 
cry stal 
clear 
the 
liq u or 
bu siness cannot ru n withou t con 
trol,” say s Bry ant. “ It wou ld de­ 
stroy itself ” 
Sev enteen states hav e a monop­ 
oly on their liq u or bu siness. Nearly 
all the rest hav e what is called 
the open states stores plan. Bu t the 
I trend, say s Bry ant, is toward the 
I monopoly sy sem. 
In an interv iew, Bry ant said he 
often is ask ed why Ohio doesn’t 
1 get ou t of the liq u or bu siness. 
“ When people ask me that q u es­ 
tion.” said Bry ant, “ I ask them 
what plan they wou ld su bstitu te.” 
There are three plans of opera­ 
tion. Bry ant defines them this way : 
“ One is prohibition, which obv i­ 
ou sly is a q u estion for the v oters

The 
second 
is 
state 
stores, which we hav e in Ohio. The 
third is the open states store plan.

change. If they say ‘fewer stores’, 
that is not the answer. Ohio has 272 
stores and a popu lation of eight 
million. On that basis, New York 
with a popu lation of 14 million, !

WHEN cutting tulips or the 
blooms ot other bulbous plants 
this spring, leave at least two 
leaves on each plant to ripen the 
bulb. U nless this is done y ou will 
not get blooms next y ear. 
Where to cut and what to leave 
fcs shown 
in 
the accom pany ing 
Garden-Graph. 
It is necessary that the foliage 
of spring 
bulbs remains undis­ 
turbed until it withers naturally 
and dies down. On this depends 
the size and quality of next y ear’s 
blooms. Every leaf of the plant 
is needed tor the purpose of man­ 
ufacturing 
nourishment for the 
bulb underground. 
A ttention to after-bloom care 
of bail) plantings will help to pre­ 
serve the vigor and quality of 
the bulbs from y ear to y ear. 
Do not allow seed pods to form 
on narcissus plants after the flow­ 


ers have faded. 
A s shown m the 
accompany ing Garden-Graph, re­ 
move the faded flowers close to 
the top of the stem before seed 
pods begin to form. 
Growth of 
the seed pod draws heavily upon 
the bulb. 
A fter flower stalks have been 
cut oft, feed the plants w ith a 
fertilizer, preferably a quick act­ 
ing one. This will aid in develop­ 
ing plump bulbs. It will also en­ 
courage the production of 
“ oft 
sets,” or tiny bulbs for future 
use.

Many foreigners fled the coun­ 
try.

tension. 
Confidence was destroyed. Some 
businessmen liquidated and got 
out. Tourists bypassed the city 
in favor of other Mediterranean 
resorts. 
But today Cairo’s remark able 
comeback is 
evident 
e v e r y ­ 
where. To a visitor’s eye it has 
a boom town hustle and bustle. 
The foreigner no longer has a 
feeling of being unwanted. 
When you step off a plane at 
Cairo Airport the first sign you 
see says “ Welcome to E gyp t/’ 
But you begin to believe they

New York prides itself on being 
the largest Italian city 
in 
the 
world. We were told by Prem ier 
Mario Scelba of Italy that Rome 
is larger. New York is now' the 
second such city. Of course, soon 
it will not be Italian at all. It 
tak es 
some generattcr.s—three, 
four, five — for an immigrant, 
group to be totally absorbed in 
the American society with only 
a nostalgic interest left for the 
country of origin. The children 
cease to k n ow their g r a n d ­ 
m other’s tongue; they interm arry 
with the scions ot other* im m i­ 
grant groups or with decendants 
of those w ho fought in the Revolu­ 
tion. The best yardstick for that 
is the circulation of foreign lan­ 
guage newspapers.

P rem ier Scelba did well by his 
country during his recent visit.

A m ericans of Italian descent 
have had a difficult time among 
their neighbors because of Italy’s 
participation in war against us. 
But there never has been in this 
country the same antagonism to­ 
ward the Italians as toward the 
Germ ans. 
Even Mussolini was 
never as dislik ed as Hitler was 
and although for a time every­ 
one Fascism never equalled the 
genuine abhorrence for German 
Nazism. This attitude was less 
related to the economics or na­ 
tionalism of thse offshoots of He­ 
gel and Marx, as it was ^ re ­ 
sponse to the challenge of the 
» racial concepts of Hitler and his 
theorist, Alfred Rosenberg. The 
assertion 
of 
racial 
superiority 
arouses more dislik e than any 
other hum an conception. 


Therefore those of Italian ori 
gin, in the United States, never 
found an antagonism 
equal 
to 
that which developed against A- 
mericans of German origin. 
At the luncheon which I attend­ 
ed. it was interesting to look at 
the first table. The Mayor, Rob­ 
ert F. Wagner, had a German 
immigrant father and an 
Irish 
mother. The father became a 
United States Senator, as the son 
will undoubtedly be some day 
The leading political figure in 
this city is Carmine Desapio. cur 
rently Secretary of State in New 
York , and a Democratic leader 
of national significance. Carmine 
is. of course, of Italian origin 
Lawrence E. Gerosa, Comptrol­ 
ler of the city of New york , its 
chief fiscal officer, was there — 
also of Italian descent, Richard 
C. Patterson, Jr., who presided, 
is of ancient American vintage 
To me, it is fascinating to ob­ 
serve the 
emergence 
of these 
sons and 
grandsons 
of 
imm i­ 
grants to top rank . Most of these 
men come from what is so er­ 
roneously called underprivileged 
neighbors and even underprivi­ 
leged famibes. Their lives arc 
evidence of the absurdity of de­ 
nying that opportunities in the 
United States arc available to all 
and are a privilege and a boun­ 
ty. Perhaps Judge Michael Mus- 
manno’s father, and Italian immi­ 


grant miner, expressed it best, 
when he witnessed his son beng 
sworn in. by k issing the hem of 
the American Flag. The Harlem 
Italian district — now Puerto Ric­ 
an — which Fiorello La Guardia 
used to represent in Congress, 
was surely not the most delight­ 
ful part of this city, but it pro­ 
duced a good crop of Americans, 
although there were some unfor­ 
tunates among them. They all 
had the same chance because no 
one had a better chance. Those 
who preferred to mak e their for­ 
tunes as crook s cannot blame it 
upon or be blamed for the en­ 
vironment 
It was the same for 
the good and the evil 
And as things do 
here,

away; some to the Bronx, some 
to Westchester or Long Island;

“ A wav e of shortages has hit the 
books of municipalities and v illag ­ 
es,” Rhodes said. ‘‘They were un­ 
cov ered through minute ex amina­ 
tions by this office.

We hav e brought most of them up 
to date and are aiming for audits 1 
ev ery one or two y ears*,” the audi­ 
tor reported. 
Statute requires audits of city | 
books ev ery y ear and of v illages 
and townships ev ery two y ears. 
Ex aminations of public opera 
tions are directed by R h o d e s 
through the State Bureau of In­ 
spection and Superv ision of Public 
Offices. Shortages and findings for 
recov ery are reported to county 
prosecutors for appropriate action.

Freed Greek Youths Show 
Effects of Red Propaganda 


Editor’s Note: The Cold War 
has become a stage for a mod­ 
ern Greek tragedy—with child­ 
ren as the players. Communists 
have been pumping their propa­ 
ganda into 28,000 Greek young­ 
sters.

KASTORIA, Greece UK— A spe­ 
cial train from Communist Bul­ 
garia screeched to a halt on the 
Greek

seen for seven years. 
The young man wept as he pro­ 
claimed his joy at deliverance. He 
had been one of about 28,000 Greek 
children abducted by the Commu­

adults, during the Greek Civil War 
of 1947-49. 
Two weeks after his repatria­ 
tion, Greek security police arresrt- 
ed this same young man. He was, 
they said, a trained Communist 
spy. 
The young man was more than 
that. He was an example of how 
communism sets about to capture 
a generation. He was part of a 
compounded tragedy wr h i c h has 
become a m a j o r problem for 
Greece and a matter of concern 
for Greece’s friends, including the 
United States. 
This area, within sight of the 
towering 
wild 
mountains—which 
mark the border of Communist 
Albania, was one of the hardest 
hit by a crime which shocked the 
civilized world—the wholesale kid­ 
naping of Greek children. 
Now the Communists seem sud­ 
denly eager to return thousands 
of those forced across the border 
and possibly some of the many 
who went w'illingly as the families 
of Red guerrilla fighters. 
Many Greeks are asking—Why? 
Why, at this moment 


want their people back. But there 
are misgivings. A sudden flood of 
repatriates raises serious econom­ 
ic difficulties in the villages. It

Up 
to now, 3,700 have been repatriated 
in this way, but: 
Of the 3,700 repatriates, 60 per 
cent are women. About 1,300 are 
over 60 and an equal number are 
children, most of them born across 
the border. Only 1,100 are in the 
20-to-60 age group. Those coming 
back at the moment include many 
who will be burdens to their com­ 
munities. Attached to their return 
is a condition that they must go

origin. 
Even these few created prob­ 
lems for Greece, The Communists 
seemed fully aware of that.

Care Needed After Bulbs Bloom 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
D istrib uted b y C entra l P ress A sso cia tio n 


WHEN cutting tulips or the 
blooms of other bulbous plants 
this spring, leave at least two 
leaves on each plant to ripen the 
bulb. Unless this is done y ou will 
not get blooms next y ear. 
Where to cut and what to leave 
ta shown 
m 
the accom pany ing 
Garden-Graph. 
It is necessary that the foliage 
of spring 
bulbs remains undis­ 
turbed until it w ithers naturally 
and dies down. On this depends 
the size and quality of next y ear’s 
blooms. Every leaf of the plant 
is needed tor the purpose of man­ 
ufacturing nourishment for the 
bulb underground. 
A ttention to after-bloom care 
of bulb plantings will help to pre­ 
serve the vigor and quality of 
the bulbs from y ear to y ear. 
Do not allow seed pods to form 
cm narcissus plants after the flow­ 


ers have faded. As show n in the 
accompany ing Garden-Graph, re­ 
move the faded flowers close to 
the top of the stem before seed 
pods begin to form. 
Growth of 
the seed pod draws heavily upon 
the bulb. 
A fter flower stalks have been 
cut oft, feed the plants with a 
fertilizer, preferably a quick act­ 
ing one. This will aid in develop­ 
ing plump bulbs. It w ill also en­ 
courage the production of “ off 
sets," or tiny bulbs for future 
use.
